SOLUTION OF PROBLEM 


In Property 
Taxation 


Seen in Proposed 


Amendment 


Would Give General Assembly 


Power To Classify Ohio 


Corporations. 


• 
Golumtous, 0., Feb. 28—At 
the 


election next November there will be 
submitted to the people of Ohio a 
proposition radically to change tlie 
constitution adopted in 1851 in so far 
as it relates to the taxation of prop- 
erty. This proposition is stated in thu 
constitutional amendment drafted by 
the State Tax Commission appointed 
by 
Governor Andrew L. HarrTs. 


Briefly; it establishes in this state the 
new doctrine of classification of 'prop- 
erty for taxing purposes. The amend- 
ment simply confers this right upon 
the General Assembly, and to it. is 
given authority to devise the system 
that is to take the place of that which 
has stood for 50 years 
and more. 


This is predicated, of course, upon 
the adoption of the-amendment by 
the people at the polls next fall. 


The resolution carrying this 
re- 


jfonn, the author of which was Sena-, 
tojLBenjamln F. Gayman, of Franklin 
county, narrdwly escaped 
defeat, in 


the Hquse of Representatives. Un- 
der 'the constitution such a .resolution 
mlist haVg a three fifths majority o 
•both tranches in order-^to become ef- 
fective. The number of Totes required 
in the House under this rule is 73, 
.and the amendment received just one 
more, and this only after the roll had 
been called several times. If the ex- 
pressions arising in the dabate reflect 
the sentiment of the farmers of the 
state serious opposition wiH ire mani- 
fested to the constitutional change at 
the .hustings. 


.The full text of the constitutional 


amendment relative to taxation 
of 


property w&ich is to be submitted to 
the voters in Ohio next November, 
follows: 


"Article 12. Section s. The Gen- 


eral Assembly shall have power to es- 
tablish and maintain 
equita'ble sys- 


tem for raising state and local reve- 
nue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their 
differences 


jutify the same in order to secure a 
just return from each. All taxes and 
other charges shall be 
imposed for 


public purposes only and shall be just 
to each subject. The power of taxa- 
tion shall never -be surrendered, sus- 
pended or contracted away. 


"Bongs of the state of Ohio, bonds 


of any city, village, hjpilet, county.or 
township ia this stale, and 'bonds is- 
sued in behalf of the public schools 
of Ohio and the means of instruction 
in connection therewith, 
burying 


grounds, public school houses, houses 
used exclusively for public worship, 
institutions of purely public charity, 
public property used exclusively for 
any public purpose, 
and 
personal 


property to an amount not exceeding 
in value $200 for each 
individual 


may. by general laws, be exempted 
from taxation: but all such laws shall 
be subject to alteration or repeal, and 
the value of all property so exempted 
shall from 
time to time be ascer- 


tained and published as may be di- 
rected by law. 


"All 
taxes and exemptions in forc-J 


when this 
amendment 
is adopted 


shall remain in force In the 
same 


manner and to the same extent un- 
less and until otherwise directed by 
statute."

BUSINESS METHODS IN SCHOOLS 


N 


EARLY every educational institution in the country Is 
open to criticism from the business man's point of view 
because it violates one of the first principles of sound 


business. That principle is'—to work every man at his best 
capacity. The business man employs an assistant to save his 
time, a stenographer to save the assistant's time, an office 
boy to save the stenographer's time, and modern office de- 
vices to save the boy's time. All business organization is 
based/ on this principle. 


The educational institution often ignores this principle 


and requires its most capable workers to do certain work that 
less skilled persons could do. The keeping of laborious rec- 
ords, and all the multiplied detail attendant upon the conduct 
of classes, might properly be placed in the hands of persons 
especially suited to the work, leaving the instructors free to 
do their best in those higher lines of work for which they 
are prepared. 


It is partly because of the unbusinesslike methods used 


In many of the schools, and the lack of appreciation of the 
economies and principles of business, that young men come 
from the schools unprepared to take such part in the business 


* world as their age and talents in some directions ought to

•counties and the cities to meet 
the 


existing difficulty of supplying work 
for the unemployed. 


While the meeting is still in pro- 


gress today the mayor returned to 
Newark at noon as his office claimed 
Jhis attention. 


At the conference last night in the 


Senate chamber, which was called by 
the resolution of Senator Howe of 
Cleveland, that suggestions might be 
made for such remedial legislation as 
will give cities' power to furnish work 
for unemployed men, a committee of 
five was named to draft bills for pre- 
sentation to the general assembly. 


Tihere were 14 speakers at the con- 


ference, at which Senator Howe pre- 
sided. Mayor Sheriff of Marion, con- 
demned the practice of natural gas 
companies in requiring a deposit be- 
fore they will turn on the gas in 
homes. He s'aid tihat many poor peo- 
ple could not pay this deposit and 
therefore had to do without gas for 
heat and cooking purposes.
